The infamous New Orleans 
rulebreaker was standing in 
front of Pat O’Brien’s, a famous 
Bourbon Street bar, when two 
people—who did not know 
each other—claim he pulled off 
his mask for approximately 
10 seconds. 

“| don’t know why he did it,” 
said Joe Mancosi, a Denver real 
estate agent who was in New 
Orleans on business.

But to the deep 
disappointment of the capacity crowd, Sullivan’s dazzling blend of roughness and agile maneuvers 
earned him a hard-fought decision over a dejected Steve Keirn.

And once 
again, Atlas’ burning ambition to be champion of the world set his inner fuses and catapulted him into 
violence.

Everytime 
Hayes tried to walk, the Dog sat him back down. Stripped of Hayes’ brilliant unpredictability, The 
Freebirds simply couldn't halt the determined tandem of Fuller and DiBiase, but they did retain the title 
because of the disqualification rule.

That | would 
never do, | just don’t care, it isn’t 
right and | won’t do it because | 
couldn’t look at myself in the 
mirror. But | do understand that 
when I’m wrestling someone 
like Hansen, things will get 
violent, and, if | want to keep my 
title, I’d better learn how to doit.

“Suicidal means killing 
oneself. Do you mean to 
use that word?”

The doctor got up and 
walked to his files. He took 
out the one marked “Hayes, 
Michael” and handed it to 
me. 

“This is everything you 
have to know about Hayes. 
He suffered the injury 
against Buck Robley. It was 
re-injured by Junkyard 
Dog. There’s a description 
of the injury, my diagnosis 
and treatment. | want you 
to take it to any doctor you 
wish. | want you to get 
another opinion. When this 
becomes public, every fact 
should be checked and 
doublechecked by people 
you trust. We're dealing 
here with a man’s career, a 
man’s life. 


“As you know, Hayes is 
proud to the point of being 
foolish. If the fans keep 
riding him, sooner or later 
he'll start wrestling full- 
time. That will surely result 
in a catastrophe. When he’s 
in a wheelchair, fan 
sympathy won’t mean 
a thing. 

“This way, the fans will 
know. | hope they’ll stop 
daring him to wrestle more 
often. If not, then they'll 
have the man’s ruined life 
on their consciences, 

“As a doctor, | took a vow 
to protect and preserve 
human life if they could 
afford my exorbitant fees. 
Going public with Hayes’ 
condition is the best way | 
know to protect the man’s 
life. It may ruin my career. 
Well, a career isn’t worth 
much if you can’t save 
those you treat.” 

The extent of Dr. Fraser’s 
courage was revealed when 
| went to other doctors with 
the file. All are top men in 


the field of sports medicine, 
all have excellent 
reputations, but none would 
allow their names to be 
used. As one man said, “To 
be honest, | don’t have 
Fraser’s guts. | don’t think a 
single athlete will go to him 
after this. He may be saintly, 
but he’s ruined. I’m not 
saintly. I'll give you my 
opinion, but I'll sue you for 
every cent you have if you 
use my name.” 

To a man, every doctor 
agreed with Fraser’s 
diagnosis. Hayes shouldn't 
be wrestling at all. 
Certainly, he must not 
wrestle on a regular basis. 
In time, with the proper care, 
the injury should heal. 
Without the proper care, 
every doctor agreed Hayes 
will be walking with a cane 
by age 40. 

Dr. Fraser came to me 
because of my reputation 
for admiring rulebreakers. 
He hoped my printing the 
information would quell any 
suspicions that the 
information was leaked by 
Hayes’ enemies. Michael 
may not know it, but Dr. 
Fraser is the best friend 
he'll ever have. 

As might be expected, 
Hayes refused any 
comment on the story. He 
claims his neck is fine. That 
he doesn’t wrestle often is 
part of a “Freebirds’ secret 
plan. If | tell you about it,” 
Hayes said, “then it 
wouldn't be secret.” 

Now it’s up to the fans. 
They can jeer and drive a 
man to paralysis and 
perhaps death. Or, they can 
rise above partisanship and 
protect a man from 
himself.
